CONFUSION 
IN T H E DESK. 


How I t May lis».ily 11« A vo ided by si 
Very Sim p ie A rrangem ent. 
The confusion of an ordinary desk 
drawer without partitions is not condu­ 
cive to the belief that its owner has a 
place for every thing and keeps every thing 
in it* place, for unless the drawer is 
packed full thing s won't “ stay put.” 
A 
carpenter can remedy the difficulty at 
some trouble and ex pense, but unless the 
owner care s for the looks of the drawer 
he can with slig ht tx rther and no ex pense 
quickly fix it for himself. 
An old en­ 
velope box or two will furnish all the 
material; a stout pair of shears and a 
mucilag e pot will be the only tools neces­ 
sary . 
If the depth of the drawer is less 
than that of the box , cut off the paste- 
lx iard sides to fit. 
Then put mucilag e 
freely on the bottom of the lx >x and its 
sides that are to come nex t the wood. 
Place it in the drawer and weig ht it till 
the mucilag e is dry . 
If the box is too larg e, cut off as much 
of the bottom and one side as desired; 
bend the other side and end to stick to 
the side of the drawer what lap s ever. 
Small compartments for the ink bottle 
and the mucilag e jiot can l>o made with 
the corners of another box , enoug h of the 
pasteboard sides l>eing used to bend for 
the other two walls of the compartment 
not made by the orig inal corner. 
A nar­ 
row strip of old leather tacked to the side 
of the drawer will serve to hold the ink 
eraser, the sty log raphic jnm filler and 
other short articles. 
Of course, g lue is 
better than mucilag e for fastening 
the 
pasteboard to the wood, but mucilag e 
will serve. 
All this is very simple, to be sure, but 
y ou will lie surprised to find what a con­ 
venience it will be if y ou have only a fiat 
topped desk and cannot leave y our writ­ 
ing tools on it with safety .—“ R. L.” in 
The Writer. 


A New F ib er IMunt. 
According to a report of Consul Burch- 
ard, of liuatan, in Honduras, the pita 
plant has never been cultivated, but 
g rows wild in patches on the borders of 
rivers and lag oons. 
The stalks of the 
plant contain the fiber of commerce, and 
g row sometimes to a heig ht of twelve 
feet. 
The Indians scrape off the hard 
skin of the stalk with a bamboo knife, 
and thus obtain the fibers which form the 
heart of the stalk. 
Another plan is to 
steep the stalks in water until the skin 
decomposes; but this is said to injure the 
fiber somewhat. 
In recent y ears machines have been 
devised to decorticate the fiber, hut these 
have all been failures, owing to the fact 
that no machine has y et been invented 
capable of operating on a profitable scale. 
In Honduras the pita or “ silk g rass” 
fiber is used chiefly for thread, nets, ii.sh 
line and cordag e. 
Samples of the filxT 
sent to the United States and Europe 
have Iieeii manufactured into lace hand­ 
kerchiefs, ribbons and wig s. 
It is held 
to be a substitute for silk or linen; and if 
proper machinery were forthcoming , the 
wild pita fields of Honduras mig ht be 
utilized in commerce. 
Consul Hu re hard 
indeed ex presses the opinion that the 
fiber is destined to become a very im­ 
portant element in the future commerce 
and industry of this country .—Scientific 
American.

THE PCLfCE r.lDCEN GERMANS. 


e v e r y th in g I** «» Teuton» « City 1« K ept 
Strictly Viu io v Police Nuperv l« lon. 
At the time when tho universal cry in 
Engkm 1 is for more laws, more legisla­ 
tion, fresh restrictions in every direction, 
it is well to turn one’s eyes l » a country 
where a p aternal government hedges 
round its submissive subjects with every 
j o:» sibio safeguard, and decide whether, 
o:i tho whole, p eop le are lx*tter off there 
than they are with us. 
Germany under 
the Liatnarckkin system offers 
a good 
field for study; it matters little whether 
wo go to Prussia or to one of the minor 
kingdoms, for the chancellor’s iron hand 
is to 1x3 felt on every side. 
The first 
p oint that will strike an Englishman on 
taking up his residence in a German 
town—lot us say in Munich, winch in nil 
resp ects is a fair typ e of the : lecp y, beer 
drinking, easy going Teutonic city—is 
that the word “ p olizei” meets him at 
every turn. 
Whatever he may wish to 
know, if it is only the address of 
a 
friend, ho must ap p ly to the p olice; 
whatever lie may wish to do and cannot 
h * is told is “p olizeilieh verboten" (for­ 
bidden by the p olice). 
Tho ordinary law abiding Eng lishman, 
wncn at home, has no reason for coming 
in contact with the p< lice from one y ear 
to another, and probably lives in sublime 
ig norance of the whereabouts of the 
nearest police station. 
Not so in Ger­ 
many . 
Within three day s of his arrival 
ho is ex pic ted to call at the police offices 
and fill uj> a form stating his name, ag e. 
profession and relig ion, whether he i* 
married, sing le or divorced, the object of 
his visit and how long he means to re­ 
main. 
Nor is it only foreig ners who are 
treated in this 
inquisitorial 
manner. 
Every person who chang es his place of 
residence must g ive immediate notice 
thereof to the authorities; every servant 
g irl who g oes to a new situation must no­ 
tify the fact to the police, and allow her 
service lx x >k—also a compulsory institu­ 
tion—to he supervised. 
Every dog must 
bo taken to the police station, medically 
ex amined, its address entered, and lx* 
providc» d with a metal label to be worn 
on the collar. It is “ polizeilieh verboten" 
to have music in y our house after 10 
o’clock without the consent of all the 
other tenants; to take a lig hted caudle in 
y our own loft; to j>ut flower pots on y our 
own window sill; to sell strong beer after 
midday . 
Every chimney must be swept 
by order of the g overnment once a month 
(the sweep usually arriving for the oper­ 
ation in the middle of the afternoon) and 
periodic visits are paid by officials into 
every room to see that the careless house­ 
holder does not stand his own furniture 
too close to the stove, thereby running 
the risk of a possible fire. 
The whole drainag e sy stem, wretched 
and unsanitary as it is, is under the super­ 
vision of the police. 
Needless to say that 
the hours for opening and closing shops 
and restaurants are all fix ed by law, and, 
by a peculiar stroke of one sick'd ty ranny ,* 
the tram cars are not allowed to run after 
9 p. m., as they would otherwise inter­ 
fere with the cab monopoly . 
The infrac­ 
tion of any of these rules is punished by 
strictly enforced fines, nor must it be 
imag ined that the officials facilitate con­ 
formance to the law. 
Every thing is left 
to the initiative of the citizen, and the 
reg ulations as to the day s, hours and 
place of reg istration, etc., are so numer­ 
ous. and so constantly chang ed, that tho 
inex perienced foreig ner may frequently 
make several weary journey s before red 
tapeism declares itself satisfied. 
It is not for a moment disputed that 
tho majority of the reg ulations are dis­ 
tinctly beneficial to the g eneral com­ 
munity . 
It is far better to insist on 
properly fix ed flower box es than that 
the unsuspecting pedestrian should re­ 
ceive a flower not on his head. 
It is 
most reassuring to lodg ing house keepers 
th;€ t Ihey cannot unwitting ly receive a 
notorious scoundrel without the jx ilice 
immediately warning them of the fact. 
It is quite true, moreover, that the dog 
reg ulations have been absolutely effectual 
in stamping out hy drophobia. 
Prince 
Bismarck is a judicious despot, and in 
the ey es of those who look merely to im­ 
mediate results a most beneficent ruler.— 
Pall Mall Gazette.
